PROFIT IN VODKA SALE 


Czar Resolves to Reorganize 
System When He Sees ; qualor 
of His Peasantry. 


LONDON, Feb. 17.—Dr. Dillon, the fa- 
mous correspondent, in a St. Petersburg 
dispatch to the Daily Telegraph, con- 
firms the statement that the present 
government. crisis in Russia is. due to 
the Czar'’s determination to reorganize 
the present financial system by which 
$500,000,000 is drawn annually by the 
State from its monopoly in the manu- 
facture of vodka. 

Since the monopoly was established 
by Count Witte the revenue from it. has 
doubled, and-according to Dr. Dillon 
the Czar was so shocked during his re- 
cent tour through the provinces by 
what he himself saw of material squalor 
and moral degradation caused by result- 
ant drunkenness that he has determined 
not t6 tolerate such a condition of 
things any longer and has dismissed 
ministers wholesale.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 17.—Life sav- 
ers rescued 214 persons’ when the steam- 
er Queen City, on the way from Pitts- 
burg to New Orleans with 125 passen- 
gers aboard, bound to the Mardi Gras 
festival, was caught in the current 
when trying to land here at 1:30 o’clock 


this morning. The Queen City was 
swept against the wicket gates of the 
Kentucky chute at the head of the 
falls, her seams were opened and she 
sank in eight feet of water. 

The moment the boat was seen in 
distress the Louisville Life-Saving Sta- 
tion put out twocrews. In two min- 
utes they were. alongside, and began 
the work of rescue. The passengers, 
most of whom had retired, and those 
who were dancing in the cabin, rushed 
te. the decks scantily clad. 

For fear that the steamer would 
bé carried into the rapids, the life- 
savers began to take them off at once 
and after 15 trips had taken all pas- 
sengers to shore. The women and 
children went first. Many of the 
women were hysterical, but Capt. 
Leeper and members of the crew 
prevented them from jumping into 
the icy water. bs 

The lifesavers made 20 trips before 
the 214 passengers, crew, officers 
and dining room force were taken off.

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TWELFTH WARD 
FOR REBER PLAN, 
LEADERS DECLARE 


Majority Was Cast for Bonds 
in August, 1912——Singer’s 
Attitude a Puzzle. 


The Post-Dispatch is printing from 
day to day maps of the city’s 28 
wards that voters all over town may 
know who their respective Delegates 
are and whether their views on the 
free bridge question are represented 
or misrepresented in the House. 

The Twelfth Ward is represented in 
the House of Delegates by Anthony P. 
Singer, a salesman for the New York 
Motor Car Co., of 6417 Michigan ave- 
nue. He resides at 7714 Minnesota ave- 
nue, 

Singer is one of the 17 Democratic 
members of the House who joined with 
five Republicans to form a combine 
which is obstructing the completion of 
the free bridge by refusing to submit a 
bond issue for the $2,750,000 Reber ap- 
proach and supporting the $4,250,000 A. & 
M. scheme. 

Singer is one of the few Democrats 
who ever' have carried the Twelfth 
Ward, which normally gives a Republi- 
can majority of about 600. He made an 
active campaign against an inactive op- 
ponent, and, being popular, won an easy 
victory. The ward which gave him a 
majority of 500 gave Edmund Koeln, Re- 
publican candidate for Colleetor, a ma- 
jority of 2200. 

Ward for Reber Approach. 

The Twelfth Ward - is one of the 
strongest Reber approach wards in the 
city. While it did not give the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote for the br‘dge 
bonds in the August, 1912, special elec- 
tion, it gave a majority for the bonds 
of 180, the vote being 1341 for the bonds 
and 1161 against them. The sentiment 
even at that time has changed greatly 
from 1911, when the bond issue lost in 
the ward, the vote being &86 for and 1139 
against the bonds. The vote in Novem- 
ber, 1912, was 1844 for the bonds and 2340 
against them. 

Edmund Koeln, City Collector, who 
has a greater acquaintance than any 
other man in the ward, having been an 
active political worker there for many 
years, is a Reber approach advocate, 
and believes the ward would vote for 
the bonds. 

“There is much interest in the Twelfth 
Ward in the free bridge matter,” he 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “It 
is talked about at nearly every gather- 
ing of people in the ward. The senti- 
ment is overwhelmingly for the Reber 
approach and against the A. & M. ap- 
proach. 


“From talk I have heard in the ward 
IT am satisfied that the bonds, if sub- 
mitted, would carry. This, of course, 
means that if bonds to build the Reber 
epproach were submitted they would 
carry. The people there never would 
vote to build the A. & M. approach. 


issues in previous elections, and I am 
satisfied they would have received a 
much larger vote if the Demicratic 
committeemen had worked for them in 
the past.”’ 

Dr. Edward Richter of 7310 Michigan 

avenue, one of the more successful phy- 
sicians of South St. Louis and an active 
member of the turner societies and 
lodges, is even more pronounced in sup- 
porting the Reber approach. 
“I am for the Reber approach,” he 
said, ‘“‘because it is the best approach, 
because it will serve‘every need of the 
bridge and because’ the city already 
owns the land for it. I am against the 
A. & M. approach because I am opposed 
to paying taxes for the mere pleasure 
of seeing a few East St. Louis real 
estate speculators enrich themselves to 
the extent of $1,500,000 or $2.000,000. 

“Tt will vote for the Reber approach 
bonds if I have the opportunity, but I 
shall most certainly vote against bonds 
to build the A. & M. approach. My 
friends talk the same way. I see them 
every day. Whenever there is a gath- 
ering of three or four or a hundred 
people down this way, they talk about 
the bridge. I never have heard any- 
body say a word in favor of the A. & 
M., and do not believe that approach 
would get any votes in this ward, with 
the possible exception of a few So- 
clalist votes. 

Deoesn’t Understand Singer. 

“I don't understand Delegate Singer's 
attitude, and I do not think anybody 
elee does. He can’t help but know how 
the people stand, and it seems to me 
that he is knowingly going against the 
wishes of the voters of his ward. 

“I feel certain Reber approach bonds 
would be. voted here with more than 
two-thirds vote required.” 


Charlies A. Neumann of 7622 Michigan 
avenue, Republican Committeeman from 
the Twelfth Ward, who keeps in touch 
with the voters of his party at all 
times, is also of the opinion that the 
Reber approach bonds would be voted,

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people of this ward,” he said. “It’s 
my business to know it, and I would be 
of little value as committeeman if I did 
not keep in touch with the voters. I 
hear the Reber approach advocated on 
all sides, and I do not hear any argu- 
ments advanced for the A. & M. ap- 
proach. 


Voters Are Home-Owners. 


“The Twelfth Ward is a community 
of home owners. Nearly every voter in 
the wards owns his home. These peo- 
ple are intelligent. They read the news- 
papers and they give serious considera- 
tion to all public matters, particularly 
those which affect the amount of their 
taxes. They realize that the uncomplet- 
ed bridge is a disgrace to the city, that 
it is daily costing the city $875 without 
any return, and that the bridge must 
be completed. They will never vote §$2,- 
000,000 of bonds more than necessary to 
complete the bridge. 

“You can count on this ward being 
for the Reber approach. strong.”’ 

W. P. Daly, Democratic Committee- 
man from the Twelfth Ward, in an in- 
terview in the Post-Dispatch recently, 
declared he was in favor of speedily 
completing the bridge.

It was announced in 
House almost at the last moment 
that President Wilson could not at- 
tend the funeral services because Dr. 
Grayson did not think it wise for the 
President to risk exposure at a time 
when he was recovering from a 
troublesome cold. Mrs. Wilson and 
Miss Helen Woodrow Bones, how- 
ever, went to occupy séats in the re- 
served gallery. 

Members of the dead Senator’s fam- 
ily and the officiating clergyman re- 
mained in the Vice-President’s room un- 
til time for the ‘services, when they 
were conducted to the seats reserved 
for them on the floor.

Company Makes Statement in 
Report Filed With the St. 
Louis County Assessor , 


United Railways Co., in a de- 
tailed report filed Tuesday with the 
County A sor of St. Louis County, 
declared the tota] value of its physical 
property in Missouri, including all its 
&t. Louis city and St.:-Louis County hold- 
ings, to be $6,783,973.77. 

The St. Louis Public Service Commis- 
sion, in its report to the Municipal As- 
sembly Nov. 22, 1912, fixed the physical 
value of the United Railways properties 
at $37,638,667.75. 

The company’s valuation comprises 
426.9851 miles .of track, whose value is 
stated as $1,809,006.40, the same mileage 
of overhead wires, listed at $85,397.02; 1432 
motor cars, $2,094,660; 39 sweepers and 
scrapers, with other cars and vehicles, 
$54,200; 42 horses and 7 mules, $2450; ‘ of- 
fice furniture, $5000; money on hand and 
in bank, $24,735.35; steam and electric 
machinery, $960,000; shop tools and ma- 
chinery, $80,000; real estate other than 
right-of-way, $1,491,005 in the city and 
$37,440 in the county. 

While the company is not required to 
make a statement to the County As- 
sessor of its holdings in the city of St. 
Louis, the same statement Was pre- 
pared for the City and County As- 
sessors and the State Auditor, so thet 
all the holdings might be accounted for 
in one jurisdiction or another, to, the 
satisfaction of all. 

The report went into great detail, fill- 
ing 80 typewritten sheets. No estimate 
of franchise valuation was included, nor 
was there any separate listing of the 
company’s properties at Creve Coeur 
Lake. The amount of money on hand 
or in bank, $24,735.35, did not seem large, 
in view of the city’s mill tax claim of 
about $1,500,000, pending in the courts. 

Separate valuations were stated for 
different municipalities, townships and 
school districts in the county, as the tax 
rate differs in the Various places. 

The Public Service Commission, in its 
report, pointed to the fact that the com- 
rany was capitalized and bonded for 
$101,380,300, and. sald it should be per- 
mitted to earn 6 per cent on its actual 
physical valuation, $37,638,667.75. 

In. its annual report, made at the 
stockholders’ meeting Jan. 27, the com- 
pany stated that its revenue from pas- 
sengers in 1913 was $12,612,797.06. It stated 
the total value of its assets, including 
$1,200.000 United States bonds, is $104,313,- 
671.44. Of this, $101,130,684.12 was set 
down to “property and plant.”

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THE TERMINAL “CINCH” BROKEN. 
The accepted interpretation of the United 
States Supreme Court’s decision in the T 
7 Railway, with regard to the Tcermina) monopoly 
ix embodied in the form of the interlocutory 
decree submitted to the Circuit Judges by H. S. 
Priest and T..M. Pierce, attorneys for the Ter- 
minal Railway. 
The first four clauses cover the monopoly pro- 
visions in the Terminal contracts and agreements 
with the railroads and the system of billing St. 
Louis goods to East St. Louis and rebilling them 
to St. Louis. These clauses have beeh explained 
in the Post-Dispatch several times; they were 
read to the Conference Committee of the Munici- 
pal Assembly last Saturday, but are so vital to 
the question of changed conditions in the matter | 
of the eastern approach to the free bridge that 
we republish them: ~ 
First. By providing for the admission of 
any existing or future railroad te joint owner- 
ship and control of the combined terminal 
properties, upon such just and reasonable 
terms as shall place such applying company 
upon a plane of equality in respect of benefits 
and burdens with the present proprietary 
companies. 

Second. Such plan of reorganization must 
also provide definitely for the use of the ter- 
minal facilities by any other railroad not 
electing to become a joint owner, upon such 
just and reasonable terms ahd regulations as 
will, in respect of use, character and cost of 
service, place every such company as nearly 
on an/équal plane as may be with respect to 

- expenses and charges as that occupied by the 
proprietary companies. 

Third. By eliminating from the present 
agreement between the Terminal Company 
and the proprietary companies any provision 
which restricts any such company to the use 
of the facilities of the Terminal Company. 

Fourth. By providing for the complete ab- 
olition of thé existing practice of billing to 
Hast St. Louis, or other junction points, and 
then re-billing traffic destined to St. Louis, or 
to points beyond. 

These clauses embody a complete abandonment 
of all monopoly agreements and restrictions. 


‘| Under the decree any railroad may become a 


proprietary member of the Terminal Railway 
Association on equal terms with other propri- 
etary members. Any railroad, not asking to 


i become a joint owner, must be admitted to the 


use of the terminal facilities on equal ae with 
proprietary railroads. 

No restrictions as to the exclusive use of the 
terminal facilities can be imposed upon any rail- 
road. They are free to use or not, use them in 
whole or in part. — 

Goods destined to St. Louis must. be billed 
te St. Louis. They ‘cannot be billed to Hast St. 
Louis and re-billed over the Terminal as an in- 
dependent railroad. 8t. Louis is the terminal 
point of St. Louis traffic. 

The railroads must issue St. Louis 
lading. 

We believe the Supreme Court intended to 
abolish the arbitrary and that the final decree 
will, abolish it... But the. monopoly power of the 
Terminal combine was necessary to maintain 
arbitrary monopoly charges. When the Ter- 
minal can no longer make mohopoly charges 
and practices the condition of the use of the 
terminal facilities and no longer can force the ex- 
clusive use of the combine bridges; in short, 
when the railroads are free to use Terminal 
tracks and bridges without restriction, the arbi- 
trary will vanish. The combine will be power- 
less to enforce it. 

The city can impose the terms’upon which 
railroads may use the municipal bridge. It can 
prevent the imposition of an arbitrary charge 
on traffic crossing its own bridge. 

The St. Louis bill of lading will compel the 
merging of charges for terminal services in the 
railroad rate and rates are subject to regulation 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

The United States Supreme Court clearly de- 
fined the Terminal Railroad ds the terminal sys- 
tem of every road using it. Its tracks and fa- 
cilities are the tracks and facilities of the road 
using it.- The Court smashed the fiction that the 
Terminal system is an independent railroad with 
power to charge rates as a-transportation com- 
pany on goods billed to St. Louis or out of St. 
Louis. 

We do not believe under any circumstances 
that a railroad or a terminal combine could 
“bottle” a chartered bridge or block the traffic 
of railroaais using it. It is certain that with its 
monopoly “cinch” broken and its facilities open 
to all railroads free of restrictions the Terminal 
is helpless © “bottle” or to check the free bridgé.

This acid-yielding sub- 
stance adheres to the enamel of the 
teeth and is exceedingly difficult to dis- 
lodge. Ordinary tooth powder only 
slicks over it. But a weak fruit acid 
such as orange juice or diluted cider 
vinegar moves it at once. And such 
fruit acids become strongly alkaline aft- 
er they have been but a few moments ‘n 
the mouth. 


“Dr. Giles of the Department of Chem- 
istry recomniends using a solution of one 
part cider vinegar and two parts water 
on the teeth twice daily. But you mus? 
be careful that this vinegar is made 
from applies and'‘not adulterated with 
minéral acids. 


“Personally I prefer orange juice, for 
it tastes better and it can be used un- 
diluted. The easiest way is to squeeze 
an orange on the tooth brush and rub 
this over the teeth two or three times 
and then rinse the mouth with water. 
Try it and see if your teeth ever felt 
cleaner or looked whiter. Raw apples 
are also a fine preservative for the 
enamel. It is said that people who eat 
them every day almost invariably have 
sound teeth.” 


“Are all acids good for the teeth?” 
“Don't run away with that idea. My 
dentist says that the distinction be- 
tween mineral acids and fruit acids 
must be thoroughly understood. Hydro- 
echioric acid, which forms the basis of 
a tooth wash called spirits of sait, 
gometimes put up by druggists, wil! 
quickly eat away the enamel of the 
teeth and cause them to crumble away 
and decay. Nitric, sulphuric or phos- 
phoric, or, in fact, any other minera! 
acids are just as bad.”

Mul- 
lanphy estate were being applied in 
carrying out the terms of Bryan Mul- 
lanphy’s will) Zimmer said’ the fund 
now amounts to $1,250,000, and that the 
income last year ‘was $38,000 

Paid Out $1000 Last Year. 

Only $1000 was paid out last year for 
the relief of immigrants; Zimmer said. 
The Mullanphy will provided that the 
income from the estate should be used 
only for the purpose of aiding immi- 
grants going West. 

The Freeholders tentatively provided 
for a board of three men to administer 
this fund, but Zimmer said he thought 
the board should be paid a salary, and 
be subject to the provisions of the ef- 
ficiency provision of the charter.

NEW YORK, Feb. 17,—The Aeronau- 
tical Society, in a letter to the Paname.- | 
PacifiCc Exposition Commission, mede 
public today, urges that the proposed 
aeroplane wace around the world be 
changed to a race across the conti-' 
nent. 

The society believes that a sohsteceee 
flight would insure a sufficiently large 
number of American and foreign en- 
tries to make the race a spectacular 
one and also that the results attained 
would be of far greater advantage to 
aeronautics than the proposed around- 
the-world flight. 

Members of the Aero Club of Amer- 
ica, in’ discussing the sea-to-sea flight, 
said it would be of great interest, but 
none would say that the attempt to fly 
around the world should be abandoned 
in its favor.
